THE MILITIA. 


What Clingan and his Braves 
are Doing. 


Official from the Seat of War. 


Since the memorable battle of thirteen 
hours duration, in which the militis 
cleaned out six thousand eeven hundred 
and fifty Ku-klux, more or lees, witht the 
lows of one piece of thumb chawed off, 
Clipgan and his braves seemed to 
have subsided entirely, and we came 
near losing sight of him entirely. We 
find the following from him in the Narh- 
ville papers of Saturday. It is a report 
to Gen. Cooper, and shows a very grati- 
fying condition of affairs in the camps e’ 
the gallant defendere. 
HEADQUARTERS, FORKDEER, 
HUMBOLDT, ENN., March 25, | 869. 
Brig. Gen. Joseph A. Cooper, Commanding 
Tennessee State Guards: : 
Dear Sir: I have the honor to re- 
spectfully forward you the following re- 
port, which I hope will meet your ap- 
proval: 
In obedience to verbal instructions 
from you whilst in Nashville on the 20th 
inst., I proceeded to Brownsville, Hay- 
wood county, Tenn., and immediately 
made arrangements and procured civil 


papers forthe arrest and trial of those 


parties who had committed outrages 
upon the Redman family in said county. 
They were handed over to the Sheriff of 
said county, and he immediately made 
application for troops to make the re- 
quired arrest. Upon receipt of instruc- 
tions I immediately dispatched to Hum- 
boldt for one hundred and fifty troops, 
who arrived by special train at about 
six o’clock p.m., being desirous that a 
rtion of the command should arrive at 
oodville, in said county, where the of- 
fenders reside, before they could get 
news of our coming. 

I placed pickets upon all the leading 
roads from Brownsville to Woodville, 
during which time I mounted some 
twenty-seven men by pressing horses 
belonging in Brownsville, placing Capt. 
W. L. Hicks in command of ‘the. infan- 
try with instructions to report-at Wood- 
ville as early_as poesible. 

I, in chat of the mounted men, pro- 
ceeded without delay to Woodville, ar- 
riving about twelve o’clock that night, 
and immediately surrounded the town, 
and searched the houses of the suspected 
parties, finding gnd arresting but one of 
the parties, all the otbers, three in num- 
ber, paving made their escape by leav- 
ing the village on the evening previous 
to my arriva!. It being raining and cold, 
I quartered my men in an old church in 
the edge of the town. The infantry ar- 
rived next morning at about eleven 
o’clock, and after providing them with 
quarters, I dispatched the mounted men 
io different directions to sammon wit- 
nesses for the trial of the prisoner, which 
was to be at Brownsville the next day, 
also with instructions to make inquiry 
and search for those parties whom we 
had writs against. The day of trial we 
forwailed the prisoner to Knoxville, the 
prisoner being bound over to the court 
by a civil magistrate, Was permitted to 
return home. 

Wishing to ferret out the names of 
those parties who had fired on the State 
troops under the command of Lieut. 
Lowe some time previous, and also to 
find out if such conduct met the ap- 
proval of the citizens generaily, I called 
a convention of the citizens of the vil- 
lage and informed them that I would 
hold them and the community in the 
vicinity of the village responsible for all 
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York, but one of the parties was absent 
un der pretext of other engagements. 

The consequence was a postponement 
of the meeting. Upto this time the Krie 
clique had not appeared on the surface ; 
but, as it has since been ascertained, 
they, with leading express men who have 
always been understood to be on terms 
of the closest buriness intimacy with 
them, were large sellers of express stocks. 
Three days before the meeting above re- 
ferred (0, when it was supposed there 
was nothing to prevent the consumma- 
tion of the above contract, and when 
the stocks were ‘' boomipg,’’ the inside 
cliques were unloading upon those who 
were not in the secrets. 

Upon the postponement of the meet- 
ing, the report was circulated ‘‘ trouble ”’ 
This broke Adams from 71 to 63, and. 
United States from 63 to 56. 

At this point the [Irie clique showed 
themselves on the ground. The first step 
was an order to the United States to quit, 
accompanied by an announcement that 
the Erie Company, on and after March 
1, would run the express over its lines. 
This project had previously been talked 
up with an institution known in our city 
as the Erie Transportation Company, 
which bad a charter from the State of 
Kentucky, under which an express com- 
pany could berun. The m-*mbers of this 
company were made to believe that they 


were to step into the boots of the U aited 
States Express Company and the Great 
Western Dispatch, and its offieers were 
ordered to New York to close up the ar- 
rangement. At the same time an agent 
was dispatched from New York to Cin- 
cinnati with a circular, printed, probably 
on the same press that ground out Erie 
‘‘couvertible bonds.’’ This circular read 
about as foliows: 
* NEw YORK, February 4. 

‘*On and after March 1, the E-ie Rail- 
road Company willrun an express over 
its lines, in place of the United States 
Express Company. Railroad agents will 
uutil farther orders, act for 


This circular looked fishy. As Mr. 
Wade innocently said of the action of 
the Senate, in regard to counting the 
electoral vote of Georgia, it might be 
said it was official if it made no differ- 
ence, or it might be said it was not off- 
cial if that made any difference. It did 
not look like an official document; but 
it was carefully distributed. The agent 
arrived here, and proceeded to look up 
quarters. He proposed to rent the build- 
ing formerly occupied by the Merchants’ 
Union Dispatch, but he was careful to 
nowy no offer; he merely asked ques- 
tions, 

But all this looked like business. Ad- 
ams Kxpreas declined to 455, and United 


euch conduct. They requested sugges- 
tions from mein reference to the course 
they shou!d pureuve in order tosatisfy the 
authorities, stating at the same time 
that they would bo in danger of being 
personally molested or otherwise dam- 
aged. I informed them [J had no sug. 
gestions to make, but stated that they 
could and must satisfy us as to the char- 
acter and whereabouts of some of the 
parties who did the firing on Lieut. Lowe 
at Woodville, Tenn. 

I withdrew from the convention in a 
short time, and was requested to sena 
for certain citizens and hear their testi- 
mony, which was done; also hearing 
the testimony of several parties residing 
in the village, and I am satisfieJd the 
leaders of the party who fired on Lieut. 
Lowe were reckless characters, and that 
a portion of the citizens do not approve 
of such conduct, whilst others appear to. 
encourage those bad characters by re- 
maipdiee quiet and not giving informa. 
tion which would lead to the arrest of 
such characters. From the evidence, 
our conclusions are that should a 
strict law-abiding man divulge the 
names of those bad Gbaracters his 


life would not be safe in that 
community. Wa _ also fonnd that 
Lieut. Lowe and his men bad behaved 


themselves well and were highly spoken 
of by some of the citizers. The citizens 
were considerably sliarmed, and so ex- 
ressed themeelves at our presence in 
Woodville. Being satisficd, after di igent- 
ly searching two davs and nights iv and 
around Woodville, Tenn., for the parties 
who had been commit'ing depredations, 
that it was uselees to remain longer, they 
having fled or were so concealed as to ba 
beyond our power to find them, we then 
marched for Brownsville. Oa arrival, I 
returned all horses and ¢«quipments that 
had been pressed, giving receipts for 
said services, returned to Humboldt on 
the first train from Brownsville; arrived 
here at about 8} o’clock p.m., en the 24'h 
inst., without accident, finding all quiet 
avd in order in camp. 

* In all cases where it became necessary 
to procure rations and forage, memoran- 
dum receipts were given and reported ts 
the Quartermaster. And, General, I 
sbouid feel wanting in patriotism should 
I fail to compliment the officers and so}- 
diers of this command for their good be- 
havior and conduct whilst on the march 
and at Woodville. 

General, again hoping this may meet 
your wishes, I have the honor to be with

U.S, SUPREME COURT. 


The Case of F. P. Blair, jr, vs. 
of Missouri, 


From the Baltimore Gazette of 26th.] 

In the Supreme Court to-day argu- 
ment was coccluded in the causesof F. 
P. Blair, jr., plaintiff in error, against 
Jokn 8. Thompson et al.; and Warren 
Woodson, plaintiff in error, against the 
State of Missouri ex rel. | 
Senator Drake resumed his argument 
from yesterday, maintaining that the 
elective franchise is not a natural right 
iw this, or any other country. It is a 
privilege wranted by the sovereign au 
thority. The people have the power to 
make or unmaks voters; their power 
over the subject is unlimited. He de- 


of taking the test-oath as a condition 
precedent to voting is in the nature ofan 
ex post facto law. The plaintiff was not 
entitled to set up this plea. There was 
no attempt to visit punishment upon 
him. His vote was rejected because he 
had refused to take the oath required by 
the Constitution, while he claimed that 
he had takeo another and a different 
oath. But the plaintiff, this Major 
General in the army, did not eppose the 
oath when he was a candidate for the

by a rebel Governor and supported by 
the Missouri State Guard, got.en up by 
and commanded by Sterling Price, com- 
missioned by Gov. Jackson to act against 
the United States. Mr. Drake then 
quoted from the State Constitution to 
show that voters were required to take 
the oath that they had never been in 
armed hostility to the United States and 
their lawful authority, or to the govern- 
ment of Missouri, and argued that there 
was a difference in being in arms and in 
armed hosiility. 

Gov. Jackson's first avt of war stripped 
him of his official character and left him 
a mere rebel, uplawfu!, felonious and 
without protection from con- 
authority. 

Jackson and his followers sought to 
overtbrow the State goverament and to 
sever Missouri fromthe Union. To up- 
hold the Constitution in its integrity was 
the intention of the plaintiff when in 
arms to defend the State government. 
It should not be regarded as hostility to 
the State. The act did not proceed from 
enmity or hostility, but from a desire to 
uphold and preserve both. He was not 
acting in violation of law, but in obe- 
dience to it, and the refusal of Gen. 
Biair to take the oath was owing to his 
own perverse and obstinate will. 

Hon. Wm. M. Evarts, of counsel for 
the plaintiff, regarded this question as 
one of the greatest importance. There 
is no political dispute between the State 
Government and the Federal Govern- 
ment, but the Supreme Court is asked to 
intervene solely for the protection of 
citizens against their own S:ate authori- 
ties, solely in maintenance of the para- 
mount and universal protection of citi- 


zens throughout the land, against State 
oppression and in maintenance of the 


bill of rights of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, wherein the people of a State are 
protected from oppression by the Gov- 
ernment of a State. He quoted from 
the tenth section of the Constitution of 
the United States to show that no Siste 
can pass any bill of attainder or ex post 
facto law, and that such a probibition 
was a prohibition against the condemna- 
tion and punishment of a citizen except- 
ing by judicial authority. Justice is a 
rinciple as distinct from power as day 
8 from night.

DEATH OF HON. EDWARD BATES. 

The Hon. EDWARD BATEss, 80 well 
known to the country as Attorney Gane- 
ral during the LINCOLN administration, 
died at his residence in St. Louis, on 
Thoreday last, in the seventy-sixth year 
of hia age. The deceased statesman was 
born in Northumberland county, Vir- 


| ginia, was educated In Maryland, and 


served, before quite attaining his man- 
hood, in a Virginia regiment of volun- 
teers in the war of 1812. Abontthe year 
1814, he emigrated to 8t. Louis, then but 
a French village, and there studied law 
Mr. Bates, 
at different times, held the offices of Cir- 
cuit Attorney, Attorney of the United 
States for the District of Missouri, mex- 
ber of the Convention which formed the 
first Constitution of Missouri, member 
of the Legislature of that State, Judge 
bf the St. Louis Land Court, member of 
Congrese, and Attorney Genera! of the 
United States in Mr. Lincoin’s admin- 
istration. During the administration of 
Mr. FILLMORE, he was appointed Secre- 
tary of War, but declined to accept the 
office. Mr. BATES was in early life a 
J&FFERSONIAN Kepublican, but upon the 
formation of the Whig party he became 
member, and continued with i, until 
the Republican party forced ite disinte- 
gration. At the outset of the war he 
was decided and outspoken for the Union, 
and throughout ected with the Republi- 
can party, but was never charactcriz:-d 
by the fierce Radicalism that has black- 
ened eo many of those who were his 
colleagues under LINCOLN. His remaions 
were interred at Bellefontaine Cemetery 
on

‘CRIMINAL INTELIGENCE, 


The Patterson Case. 

The Court, composed of ’Squires Grif- 
fith and Hill, convened yesterday morn- 
ing at half-past nine o’cieck, but owing 
tothe abeence of Mr. Paitersono, who 
was detained by bad roads, adjourned 
till half-past one, at which time, baving 
organized, Col, Gantt announced to the 
Court that a witness, J. R. Ciarke, 
wished to make 4 correction in bis testi- 
mony rendered Saturday. 

Mr. Clarke having taken thestand, 
anid: “ITeaid it was the Thuredsy or 
Friday previous to the time I saw them 
at the saloon (a week befere the murder) 
I saw the two Humphreys, one of yhom 
was a witness the other day, Green Wii- 
son and Thompson, at B. Lowenstein’s, 
corner on Jefferson and Main streets, 
standing a little off the sidewalk 
talking. Yesterday, (Sunday), while 
reading my testimony, as pubdlished in 
the papers, when the steamer Caldwell 
came ip, and itstruck me thatl had 
maie’a mistake in the time. I recol- 
lected that the party who was with me 
went away on the Caldwell a day or two 
after. I went down to the steamer and 
examined the register, and found that I 
had made a mistake of a week. The 
Caldwell went cut on Saturday, the 20th. 
It must have been on the Thursday pre- 
vious, or the 18th, that I met the two 
Humpbreysa, Wilson and Tiompson, or 
the day before the murder. 

Col. Gantt then stated that the matter 
before the Court was the introduction cf 
the paper which had been shown the 
Court on Saturday as testimony. 

Col. Hallum objected to its being offer- 
ed, read or used as testimony in any way, 
and the argument as to the propriety of 
ites admissiou opened, and was partici- 
pated in by Gen. Wealiace, Col. Hallum, 
for the defense, and Col. Saie and Col. 
Gantt for the, prosecu:ion. Gen. Wal- 
lace wasto have closed the argument, 
but becoming boarss, and it growing 
late, the Court adjourned until this 
morning at nine o’clock. During the 
argument the document was read, and is 
as iollows: 

Green Wilson, cf Shelby 
county, Tennessee, hereby certify that 
It H. Thomps30n made a proposition to 
me to kill Thomas Dickens. He seaid I 
shonid have five thousand dollars if I 
would do it Thompson said the 
money was at Mr. Apperson’s, in 
Memphis, and that it was 
put there for that purpose. He 
did not say directly who put it there, 
but gave me to understand that Thomas 
Dickens w2s to be killed for the benefit of 
Wade H. Bolton. Thompson said that 
Bolton had said to him that Dickens was 
bound to die. He made this proposition 
more than once, and got me to go to see 
E,. C. Patterson, to coufirm the trade. 
Thompson insisted that I should divides 
the money I got for having Dickens 
killed, and he would divide tho money 
he got from Patterson, for taking ¢epos'- 
tions in Missouri, with me. I met E. C. 
Patterson and R. H. Thompson in Mem- 
phis, agreeable to appoiuitment that I 
had made with Thompson. Patterson 
tock meand Thompson to a saloon and 
treated us, and théu asked me whether 
Thompson had told me what was 
wanted; I told him he had, and he asked 
me if he could trust me or not; I told 
him be could. He then told me what- 
ever Thompson had esid would be all 
right. Thompson told me at that 
time and in presence of Patterson, 
that there was bushels of money in it, 
and that the money_was not tobe made 
but was already made, and asked ‘ what 
need we cave 80 We get the money.’ A 
short while ef.er thia, in October, 1868, I 
met Patterson ia Memphis, and he asked | 
me what I would take to ‘knock old 
man Dickens’ chunk out;’ for me te say 
how rauch, and he would pay me down, 
mouey ip hand. 

“JT was eick about that time, and teld 
him that we had better talk about tiat 
at some other time. 

“J was staying at Dickens’ when two 
attemp!s were made to assassinate bim. 
They were previous to apy proposition 
from Thompson or Patterson to me. 
thought J weuld wait for farther devei- 
opments, and at the pioper time disclose 


the facis snd expose them.

Decision upon Dedication of 
City Property. 


The Case of Mary L. Booth and 
Others vs. City of Memphis. 


Opinion of D. 
Esq., Special Chancellor. 


We have been furnished by counsel 
concerned in the case, with the following 


interesting opinion: 


This bill was filed on the 2Ist day of August, 
1867, by the complainants, to enjoin the Mayor 
aud Aidermen of Mempnis from proceeding to 
removea feuce from around a fot in the city, 
waich is claimed by the complainant, Mary 
L., aud to restrain them from taking posses- 
rion of the same as 2 part of Monrose street, un- 
til they have first made compensation for the 
same uccerdipg to law. 

The answer denies that the lot in question 
belongs to the com) lainaut, Mary L., and in- 
sists that the same had been dedicated to the 
use of the city as apart of Monroe street. The 

lesdings, exhibts and proof show tnat in 

aly, iSos, A. B. Shaw, whom, it 1s admitted, 
thea owned the iet, caus acivil engineer by 
the name of Wm. Craue, to make a survey. 
and plat of a piece of ground then owned by 
him in the city of Memphis. A copy of 
this plat is in tie record, and snows 
thai Shaw’s ground, of an unequal width 
from east west, extended from the 
Rice lineonthe scuth, northwardly, cro@iug 
Gayoso street, Uaiou street and Monroe sirect, 
These strests suoWwn and marked on the 
plat beiween paraliel lines p:ojeciing ashori 
uistance tothe east and west of Sbaw’s prop. 
eriy; vut they are not shown to intersect any 
other streets in the city. When this plat was 
made Mouroe ttreet, assbowu thereon, had ia 
fact never been opened or used as a public 
street or higuway. in October, 1555, Shaw a:d 
a public sate of lots according to this plat, 
and soid the lots 1, 2,3 and 4, fronting thi: part 
of Monroe street accordiag to, and callin; for, 
the plan as made by Cran> in July; and .inihe 
deeds made vy him in pursaance 0° tha! sale, 
the plan isexprersiy referred to, and tbe lots 
described by their pumbers on the pian, and 
by metes and bounds; and iv adeted to H. L 
Gaion, the only onein the record, though it is 
said the others @re similar, the beginning point 
ison the southside of Monroe strest extended, 
ruas thencs south, theuce west, thoace borth, 
io the southern line. of Monroe street, 
extended, and thence east on and wiih 
the line of Monroe street extended, to the 
beginoing. Tuis deed bears Gate the :Jth day 
ot October, 1558, the day ofthe sale, and stipu- 
lates (hat the pian should be thereafter record- 
ed iu the Kegisier’s office of Shelby county. 
The deed contains the usual coveLanis, «nd 
was shortly after its execation, duly acknow- 
ledged and recorded; and the plan was also 
recorded in December, 1658, -1t is proper to re- 
mark that the deed to Guion also detcribes the 
property as lying within the corporate limits 
of the city of Mempasis, and east of bayou Gay- 


oso. 

In October, 1859, the Board of Aldermen 
rected R D. Baug., the then Mayor oe! the city, 
to procure the right of way tur Monroe street 
extended, east of Bayou Gayoso Haugh says 
in bis depo ition, that be procared the rgat o 
way from all of the property owners exvept 
Mrs. Moere and A, B. Shaw, 1t docs not appear 
how far east of bayou Gayoso the city proposed 
to open Monroe stieet, ner how many perronus 
guvo tne right of way, nor whether those per- 
a ownei properiy to the east or west of 
Shaw. 

Mr. Baugh says that he hed eeveral interviews 
with Mr. bDhaw upon the subject, and he deé- 
tails several conversations aud parts of conver- 
had him, the gabetunge of which 
is; that when Haugh iirst menticned the sub 
ject to him be toid him that he understocd 
from Guion and otbers that he had given the 
right of way tor tue Sireet ; Shaw denied tbis, 
and said that he had proposed to some cof the 
Aldermen to give the rigut of way, or let ihe 
city have the ground over which it was pro 

ed to extend the street, for three hunared 
dollars, provided the city would open the sireet 
at once, a.d that this was what he proc.aimed 
on the day of <ale, acd that they ecreed to do 
so, and promised to lay the sutject be ore the 
Board; but that the city having reiused to ac- 
cept bis offer, he ro longer feit bouad fy it, 
and would not then take ihatsum. HBangh in- 
sisting that persons who had attended his saie 
the year before, understood him to have given 
the street, Shaw said they were mistaken, and 
sed to see them, and learn trom them 


ropo 
what they did understand ; he afterwards re- 
ported to Baugh that some of those persons did 
so understand him, but that others did not, 
aod still ied that he had given the street or 
proposed to @five it, except upon the terms 


stated by him. 

Mr. Bauga reported to one of the ¢ity officers 
that Shaw cefased to give tre rigut of way,and 
askei his advice as to what was best to be 
done. The officer asked him if Shaw owed the 
city any taxes? Baugh informed hiin that 
Shaw owed about $500 00. it was then sug- 

ested to propose to Stiaw to release tiie taxes 

orthe right of way. Baugh accoriiog!y 
the proposition to Shaw, who accepted it; but

The deposition of Pryor P. Fraime is a'so ta- 
ken in the cause, and he corruborates Mr.

He says that ie 
had frequent intervicws with Shaw, at the in- 
Oi several Boards of alayor and Aider- 
men, and both before and after the public sale
